Ia the Eastero Provinces the name of this 
we geatiomen has become familiar as a house- 
held word, nor is it altogether unknown 
bere. “It will be remembered that when Man- 
Robs was admitted a3.a Province of the Do- 
mioion, it was proposed that it should be 
” taken in minus the same representative priv- 
ileges that the older Provinces enjoyed, and 
that it should have a constitution some- 
© what similar to that possessed by British Co- 
fambia before it became a part of the Domin- 
Aton, It was not intended at once to give 
Manitoba a local -Logislature with power to 
make laws for ‘the management of its own 
local affairs, but it was for some ycars to 
come to be held in a kind of political tutel- 
age by the Dominion: Government, and used 
as a field for the dispensation of patronage to 
_W those who had claims upon the Government 
foz past political services. There were a few 
spirits in Maniaba, particularly among the 
French Canadian setilers, who took strong 
grouod agaiust this arrangement, and who 
determined to defeat it at all hazards. Fore- 
most amoug them wus M. Louis Reil,a young 
Freach Canadian, possessed of a good edaca- 
tion, indomitable energy, great torce of char- 
acter, and an irop will. These people at 
once hoisted the standard of revolt, estab- 
lished a provisional government, and elected 
, Louis Reil President of what they were 
pleased to designate the Rejublic of the 
North-West. They took possession of the 
Hudson Bay Company's premises at Fort 
Garry, took whatever. arms they could get 
hold of, and prepared to defend themselves 
against attack from either internal or exter- 
mal foes. We believe that a considerable ma- 
jority of the settlers at that time opeuly sym 
" pathized with the revolutionary party, but -a 
few there were, pam from the Province 
of Ontario, who nol only refused to take part 
ja the revolt, but protested against it and 
"declared their willingness to oppose it by 
. force of arms: when a fitting opportunity 
sbould offer. Those who thus expressed 
themselves were summarily thrown into 
prison, and for a short season a reign of ter- 
for prevailed throughout that Province. It 
was thought by the Ottawa Government that 
when Mr. Macdougall, who bad been ap- 
pointed Governor of Manitoba, should pres- 
ent himself before the people as the Queen’s 
representative, they would quietly submit to 
his authority, and all trouble would come to 
anend. They were, however, very much 
mietaken. Instead of being received by a 
gtard of honor and addresses of welcome, he 
was met at the boundary line of the 
Proviace by a body of armed men 
who waroed him that “if -he set 
his foot on the soil of Manitoba, 
be would immediately be taken into custody 
aod provided @#ith suitable quarters in-Fort 
Garry. After turning the matter over in his 
ewa mind, he came to the conclusion that 
discretion was the better part of valor, and 
retarned to Ottawa a sadder if not a wiser 
man than when be left it. In al} this the 
malcontents might have pleaded a degree of 
ustification and have commanded a certain 
: ot of sympathy in the sister Provinces ; 
Butwhen they carried their opposition so far 
as toimbrue their bands in innocent blood, 
and Gefiberately take the life of an honest 
loyal subject because he refused to recoguize 
the authority of Reil and his government, 
they forfeited all claims to sympathy and 
draw down upon their heads the maledictions 
of every loyal man ia the Dominion. The 
execution of Scott created a profound sensa- 
tion throughout the whole country, but no 
decisive steps were taken until very recently 
to bring the perpetrators of that outrage to 
justice. _M. Lepine, a member of Reil’s 
Government, has recently been arrested and 
lodged in gaol, charged with being a party 
to the murder of the uafortunate man Scott, 
and a reward is still offered for the appre- 
hension of Reil. The arrest of Lepine has 
caused a terrible hubbub in Manitoba, and 
efforts are being made to obtain his release. 
It does not appear likely, however, that he 
will get off without the formality of a trial, 
but nobody believes that he will be convicted 
of murder, with whfch he stands charged. 
Almost simultaneously with the announce- 
ment of Lepine’s arrest comes the news by 
telegraph that Louis Reil bas been elected a 
—_member of the House of Commons to repre- 
sent the district of Provencher in place of Sir 
Geo, Cartier, deceased. If this be true, and 
we do not doubt it, it shows that in Manitoba 
at least Reil is held in high esteem, and that 
the slaying of poor Scott is no bar to his 
» political prospects in that Province. The 
question here suggests itself: Will Reil, if 
elected, present himself at Ottawa to take his 
@eat as a member of the House of Commons? 
If 80, what course will the Government pur- 
sue towards him? No doubt many, probably 
@ majority, of the representatives from Que- 
bec will take part with him, as will some of 
his colleagues from Manitoba, aud hence it 
willbe interesting to see what action the 
Government will take in the premises, for at 
this particular crisis in its bistory it can ill 
aflord to come in conflict with any number 
of the representatives in the Commons on 
such @ question as that of the Scott murder, 
If he bas any intention of ever visiting Otta- 
wa, be could not possibly lo so under more 
favorable circumstances than the prese nt.
